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Fire crews’ new skills 
help save 200 people 


FIREFIGHTERS trained to give emer- 
gency medical help to people who 
have suffered a cardiac arrest, have 
saved more than 200 lives in the last 
year, new figures suggest. 

Last year, many county firefighters vol- 
unteered for training in the use of basic de- 
fibrillator machines. And in the 12 months 
since the scheme started, firefighters have 
used their new medical skills 210 times. 

In that period, firefighters at stations in 
Northampton, Long Buckby and Guilsbor- 
ough as well as the south of the county, used 
their new skill 124 times. 

Darren Dovey, of Northamptonshire Fire 
and Rescue Service, said: “They’re some re- 
ally great figures. Basically, fewer people are 
dying when it is preventable than had been 
happening before.” 

Although engines from some rural North- 
amptonshire stations have had defibrillators 
for several years, selected firefighters from 
other areas have been training with the East 
Midlands Ambulance Service. 

Eventually all firefighters will be trained, 
with volunteers registering their mobile 
numbers with the ambulance control room. 

Alerts will be sent to firefighters when ap- 
propriate patients then place a 999 call from 
within five miles of them. 

An ambulance will also be sent as normal. 
If there is also a 999 fire call at the same time, 
the fire will take priority. 

Firefighters learn the new skills during a 
five-day course which includes written and 
practical exams. 

Mr Dovey said: “The really great thing is 
that the number of people we will be helping 
will be increasing as we push the training out 
to all firefighters. We are really pleased with 
the results so far.”

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Warning issued 
as flood waters 
continue to rise 


THE Environment Agency has 
warned of the danger of flood wa- 
ter, and urged people to stay away 
from swollen rivers and lakes. 

Andy Wilkinson, flood risk man- 
ager, said: “We really appreciate the 
co-operation people have shown in 
being evacuated. 

“This is a precautionary measure 
as it’s always difficult to tell exactly 
what the weather and river levels 
will do, but we would far rather peo- 
ple were safe than caught out in a 
serious flood. We do urge people to 
be careful and not to try to drive or 
walk through flood water. 

“As little as six inches can knock 
you over and only two feet will float 
a car. There can also be hidden dan- 
gers such as loose manhole covers 
or contaminated water.” 

Flood warnings have this week 
been in place along the River Nene 
for Billing, Cogenhoe and Great 
Doddington. 

Hundreds of people were told to 
leave Billing Aquadrome on Mon- 
day as the rising water levels posed 
a serious threat following heavy 
weekend rainfall. 

Many were looked after by friends 
or families, but 150 people took ref- 
uge at Lings Forum on Monday and 
Tuesday night, where they were 
provided with food and bedding. 

Many were hoping to be able to 
return to their homes at the Aquad- 
rome before the end of this week, 
but all were keeping an eye on the 
weather forecast which predicted 
even more downpours on the way.

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Up to one in four deaths at NGH could have been in the comfort of 
a person’s home or hospice rather than a hospital bed, a review of 


patient notes has found 


Hospital to 
review its 
plan of care 


UP to one in four people 
who died at Northamp- 
ton General Hospital could 
have been allowed to pass 
away in comfort at home 
given better planning of 
their care, a detailed review 
of patient notes suggests. 

The review of the notes of 237 
patients who died at NGH, many 
of whom were frail and elderly 
with cancer or dementia, found 
that hospital care was not needed 
for 25 per cent of them. 

It is accepted by the NHS that 
most people with a debilitating 
condition want to die at home or 
another comfortable place such as 
a hospice given the choice. 

Dr Sonia Swart, medical direc- 
tor at the hospital, said: “It’s dif- 
ficult because these people are ill, 
they have in a lot of cases come in 
because of a long-term condition. 

“The general view is that if 
something bad happens to you, 


you should be in hospital. 

“But in some people’s cases it’s 
not appropriate to intervene any 
further. 

“Tt’s an ethical question in many 
ways. Is a hospital bed always 
where you should be when you are 
at the end of your life? 

“We need to have discussion 
with all our partners on this. Is 
there a better way of looking after 
these patients that will give them 
greater dignity?” 

NHS Northamptonshire has re- 
sponsibility for the care of people 
in the county with long-term ill- 
nesses outside of hospital treat- 
ment. 

Dr Matthew Davies, a GP lead- 
ing NHS Northamptonshire on 
end of life care, said: “We con- 
tinue to work hard with hospital 
colleagues to ensure that end of 
life services commissioned and 
provided are of the very highest 
standard, and that we can assist as 
many people as possible to realise 
their wishes at the end of life.” 


Deadline extended

THE final deadline for communi- 
ties to tell the borough council 
how they would like to be repre- 
sented has been extended to give 
groups more time to respond. 

Earlier this year the local au- 
thority launched a review giving 
residents the chance to set up a 
local council to represent their 
area.

Three areas have gained 
enough support for the council to 
take a closer look at developing 
proposals for residents to vote on 
later this year. 

All petitions must be submit- 
ted by Friday, May 18 before a 
decision is made on whether a 
referendum will be held later in 
the year.

Leader accused 
of being ‘scared 
to face public’ 


THE LEADER of Northampton Bor- 
ough Council has been accused of 
being “too scared” to face the pub- 
lic in a debate about the future of 
Northampton’s bus station. 

Opposition groups at the Guildhall have 
called for the Conservative leaders of the 
council to hold a public meeting one Satur- 
day afternoon to debate whether the Greyfri- 
ars bus station should be knocked down and 
replaced with a smaller building on the site 
of the Fishmarket. 

But during a tense meeting of the council 
this week, the leader of the authority, Coun- 
cillor David Mackintosh (Con, Rectory Farm) 
refused to hold such a meeting, claiming 
people could instead give their views when 
the council’s planning committee makes a fi- 
nal decision on the proposals in the coming 
months. 

That suggestion was attacked by Liberal 
Democrat Councillor, Brendan Glynane (Lib 
Dem, Delapre). 

He said: “This is a really emotive issue and 
it seems the leader of the council is ducking 
and diving. 

“Ts he too frightened to discuss this with 
members of the public? 


The incident happened near junction 
one of the A14 at about 7pm last Wednes- 
day. 

The victim suffered minor injuries. 


“Ts he not man enough to do it? 

“Real leaders are willing to stand up and 
face the public and we need a proper debate 
on this.” 

The council’s opposition Labour group, 
which collected 200 signatures on a petition 
calling for a public meeting in one day last 
week, also criticised the decision not to hold 
a public debate. 

Councillor Lee Mason (Lab, Brookside) 
said: “What’s wrong with senior Tory coun- 
cillors coming to the Guildhall on a Saturday 
and taking questions from the public? 

“T fear the bus-using public will now never 
get their say.” 

But Councillor Mackintosh’s approach 
was backed by members of his party. 

Councillor Brian Oldham (Con, West 
Hunsbury) pointed out more than 100 people 
had attended one meeting at the Guildhall 
last month where the future of the town, 
including plans for the bus station, was de- 
bated. 

He said: “He dealt with that very well. It 
was a very full and frank public debate.” 

Plans for the future of Northampton are 
on show at the Guildhall until Saturday.

Mums get 
funding for 


MUMS in Northampton are 
celebrating news that a cafe 
specialising in breast-feed- 
ing support will re-open in 
the town in just over two 
weeks’ time. 

Campaigners who had been try- 
ing to find a way to keep the North- 
ampton Baby Cafe, in Wellington 
Street, open said they had raised 
enough funds to pay for special- 
ist workers, who encourage vital 
breast-feeding skills, for one year. 

Having approached Northamp- 
tonshire County Councillors for 
donations from their personal em- 
powering councillors funding, the 
campaigners amassed £14,495. 

It means the popular cafe, the 
closure of which by the NHS 
sparked huge protests in the town 
centre, will open its doors again 
at The Friends Meeting House on 
Friday, May 11. After that it will 
open on Mondays and Fridays be-

tween 10am and noon. 

Carolyn Markham, one of the 
two Baby Ways workers who will 
be employed using the money 
said: “We are overwhelmed by 
the response. When we first heard 
from NHS Northamptonshire in 
January that the money was being 
stopped, I never thought we’d get 
back to this stage.” 

NHS Northamptonshire stopped 
its £16,000-a-year funding as it 
wanted to spread the support for 
new mums around the county. It is 
also running schemes targeted on 
groups of women with low breast- 
feeding uptake. 

However mums and health pro- 
fessionals, many of whom took to 
the streets in February to march 
on County Hall with their chil- 
dren, argued the informal model 
was working perfectly. 

Since 2004, the cafe has seen 
more than 1,600 different women 
and their babies. 


Chamber pleased by 
county's economy 


THE chief executive of the 
Northamptonshire Chamber of 
Commerce has said the county’s 
economy was performing better 
than the “pessimistic” national 
economic figures which showed 
the UK was in recession. 

It was announced last week the 
UK economy had contracted for 
the second consecutive quarter, 
meaning the economy was back 
in recession. 

Paul Griffiths, chief executive

Speaking in a Sky Atlantic in- 
terview she said: “I was 13 when 
I auditioned. It’s only been three 
years, my life hasn’t changed that 
much. 

“Tt’s filmed during the summer 
holiday and feels like an extended 


holiday. I heard about it through 
my drama teacher; I owe every- 
thing to her. She’d heard about it 
and put me forward. Another dra- 
ma teacher rang up my mum. 

“He said ‘it’s just a small thing, 
it’s not going to go anywhere, 
she’s not going to get it’, just to 
get her familiar with casting 
agents. A few weeks later I’m in 
the final seven, I forgot to tell my 
mum about it originally. It was at 
my school and it was during the 
school day, I didn’t think to tell 
her about it.” 

Despite her on-screen role as a 
princess, she explains in real life, 
she is a bit ‘abnormal’ joking that 
hitting her older brothers helped 
her when she is acting in the me- 
dieval drama. 

She added: “Nobody treats me 
like a princess, they just call me 
weird, especially my brothers. 


“Around school, the younger 
years will be sitting chatting and 
Tll be running around with my 
friends playing tig or something, 
being really immature. I’m still a 
child.” 

In Monday night’s episode, 
Sansa Stark was threatened with 
a crossbow by Joffrey as her 
brother started a battle against 
the Starks. 

However, she admitted when he 
is out of character, he is ‘one of 
the nicest and funniest actors on 
the show’. 

Talking about her own charac- 
ter, she said: “Sansa is a brilliant 
character. She has two layers, her 
love for Joffrey but underneath 
you can see she loathes being 
there but she has to pretend to 
keep herself alive.”

his post at the start of 
June. 

Geraint Parry, who took 
over Weston Favell Acad- 
emy in September, is step- 
ping down as headteacher 
due to a need to move to a 
different part of the coun- 
try to deal with a serious 
family illness. 

Since he has been in 
charge, Weston Favell has 
moved out of the ‘inade- 
quate’ Ofsted category and 
inspectors found on their 
latest visit in March that 
the school had a “good ca- 
pacity to sustain improve- 
ment”. 


Mr Parry said he had Headteacher Geraint Parry 


loved working in North- 
ampton and his decision to 
leave was purely a personal one, 
based on his need to be nearer 
his family in the north-west. 

He said: “I feel as though I’m 
leaving Weston Favell in a much 
better position than when I start- 
ed. 

“T think the school is in very 


safe hands.” 

Barry Day, chief executive 
of the Greenwood Dale Trust, 
which sponsors the school, said 
he was extremely sad to see the 
headteacher leave. 

He said: “Mr Parry has been an 
inspirational principal, driving

and successfully moving 
the academy out of special 
measures, a designation 
that the predecessor school 
had been in for some time. 
“However, when he ap-

The awards for community pub of the 
year aim to recognise venues that go the 
extra mile to look after their customers, 
beyond simply serving food and drinks. 

The category, sponsored by the Chroni- 
cle & Echo, is divided into town and ru- 
ral sections and last year’s winners were 
The Malt Shovel Tavern, in Bridge Street, 
Northampton, and The Sun Inn at Hard- 
ingstone. 

The Sun has had “a fantastic year” 
since winning the award, according to 
landlord Andy Pye, who said business 
was up year on year by more than 20 per 
cent, bucking the trend in the pub trade 
which is seeing venues struggling across 
the country. 

And he said other landlords consid- 
ering entering this year’s competition 
should give it a go. He said: “It’s a really 
prestigious award. I can’t believe any- 
body wouldn’t want to enter it.” 

The fact that the awards are voted for 
by the public was one of the most pleas- 
ing things about winning he said. 

Andy had only been at the pub for eight 
months when they were nominated last 
year. He said: “It was a new team, it was 
great to be nominated but we didn’t think 
we had much chance of winning when

we saw who we were up against. 

“But the locals got behind it. People 
were coming in to pick up a voting slip.” 

The pub tries to get involved in the 
community in numerous ways, including 
raising money for local charities such 
as the Scouts and the local community 
centre and sheltered housing, providing 
a free meeting place for local groups and 
events for families, such as a free Easter 
egg hunt earlier this month. 

He said: “It’s more than just somewhere 
to come to drink it’s more of a meeting 
place. It’s about being a massive part of 
the community.” 

Rachel Mallows, of The Mallows Com- 
pany, which organises the awards said: 
“Unlike many of the other awards, where 
venues can enter for themselves, this 
category is about pub-goers saying a big 
‘thank yow’ to their local drinking hole. 

“Many pubs play a vital part in keep- 
ing a sense of local spirit and often are at 
the heart of village or community life, so 
this is one way of their customers being 
able to show that it’s really appreciated. 

“Last year’s finalists were selected 
because they offered those little extras, 
like a drive-home service, putting on tea 
dances or fund-raising events.

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DETECTIVES hunting Anxiang Du 
are hoping an increased reward 
will prompt whoever is harbour- 
ing the suspected killer to give 
him up - after admitting a year- 
long, £1 million inquiry is yet 
to throw up a single confirmed 
sighting. 

Officers admitted the search for one of 
Britain’s most wanted men remains frus- 
tratingly far from fruition, with police 
still in the dark as to where the Chinese 
businessman, who is wanted on suspi- 
cion of a brutal quadruple murder, now 
is. 

This week marks the first anniversary 
of the horrendous murders of Jifeng 
‘Jeff’ Ding, Helen Chui and the pair’s 
two daughters, Xing, aged 18, and Alice, 
aged 12. 

At a press conference, organised to 
coincide with the anniversary, a senior 
detective admitted they have not had a 
single sighting of Du for a year, but de- 
nied increasing a reward for his capture 
was a desperate measure. 

A £25,000 reward has now been put up 
for information leading to the capture 
and arrest of Du, who remains the only 
suspect for the murder of the Dings at 
their house in Pioneer Close, Simpson 
Manor, Wootton. Previously Crimestop- 
pers had put forward a £10,000 reward. 

The additional cash has been put up by 
Northamptonshire Police. 

Detective Chief Inspector Tom Davies 
said the increased reward was linked to 
four arrests — including Du’s wife and 
son — as well as a recent trip to China. 

DCI Davies said the public, and more 
importantly family members of the 
Dings’, could have confidence in the in- 
vestigation, which is now focused on 
China. 

He said: “From day one we have had 
the same size, core and dedicated team. 
We work with SOCA, we work with In- 
terpol, we work with UKBA, as well as 
law enforcement agencies throughout 
Europe and in China. We are also work- 
ing with Crimestoppers, most recently 
putting some information out through- 
out North America. 

“IT am really optimistic and positive 
that pressure on Anxiang Du and those 
assisting him will mean he is located and 
arrested.” 

The investigation into the worst mur- 
ders to happen in Northampton for a 
generation was plagued by mistakes and 
incompetencies from the beginning. 

Call room workers for Northampton- 
shire Police potentially missed a chance 
to catch the killer in the act, after a des- 
perate 999 call made by Xing was incor- 
rectly logged and then not followed up 
properly. 

Traffic wardens then slapped nine 
parking tickets on a car, which Du is be- 
lieved to have fled the murder scene in 
and then dumped in London. That set 
detectives further behind their prime 
suspect. 

Asked if police were any closer to 
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One year on from family’s murder 


catching Du than they were 12 months 
ago, DCI Davies said: “I believe we are 
closer. That optimism is based on the fact 
that everything we are doing is logical 
and structured and is based on experi- 
ence and is using every single facet of 
law enforcement. I have got to be confi- 
dent it will work for us.” 

Police have revealed a total of nine 
people, including last week’s four ar- 
rests, have so far been arrested as part of 
the murder probe. They include people 
across the UK who matched Du’s appear- 
ance. 

In the last 12 months, more than 2,000 
people have been visited and interviewed 
as part of the probe, while more than 
5,000 hours of CCTV seized from around 
the UK has been studied. 

Police have received almost 400 sight- 
ings of Du, although none have been con- 
firmed. 

DCI Davies added: “There have been 
several challenges for us. My role as the 
senior investigating officer is to make 
sure the determination and focus of the 
investigation is positive. 

“There will always be challenges in the 
investigation and that is something we as 
homicide detectives accept. 

“Tn terms of reviewing it, I work with 
colleagues across the country who will 
offer advice and support, so there is a lot 
of work going on. I totally accept there 
will be challenges to us, whether it is in 
the UK or abroad but we are very positive 
and determined that those challenges are 
put to one side.” 

Asked if he thought he would catch 
Du in the coming 12 months, DCI Davies 
added: “When I was in China I was asked 
avery similar question and all I can say 
is I will not set a deadline. 

“All I can do is set a determination to 
say yes, we will catch him, as long as it 
takes.”

Officers visit

THE officer 
leading the hunt

Three _ detec- 
tives flew out 
to Beijing last

Detectives confirmed 
they now believe someone 
helped Du flee the county 
in the days following the 
murders last April, on the 
day of the Royal Wedding. 

Detective Chief Inspec- 
tor Tom Davies, leading 
the investigation, said: 
“We accept Anxiang Du 
had the opportunity to 
leave the country soon af- 
ter the murders and some- 
one most likely will have 
assisted him in doing this, 
or will be assisting him 
now. 

“It may be that someone 
has unwittingly assisted 
him and we need that per- 
son to contact us.” 

Four people were arrest- 
ed last week on suspicion 
of helping a_ suspected 
criminal. They are be- 
lieved to include 53-year- 
old Du’s wife, son and a 
business acquaintance 


from Cionpadien 

Police have also released 
photographs of a shrine to 
the Ding family in Hang- 
zou, China. 

Jifeng Ding was a uni- 
versity lecturer in Man- 


chester, while his wife 
Helen Chui was a business 
woman and teacher at 
Caroline Chisholm School. 
Their daughters Xing and 
Alice were both supremely 
talent students and musi- 
cians.

“While in China we met 
the wider family including 
the grandparents who ex- 
plained the significance of 
the national remembrance 
day on April 4 called Tomb 
Sweeping Day where fam- 
ily visited the shrines to 
pay their respects. 

“It was a very sensitive 
time for them, which we 
understood and respected 
and it further reinforced 
our determination to lo- 
cate our suspect.”

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OFFICIALS at Northampton 
Borough Council are investi- 
gating whether they can use 
anti-social behaviour laws to 
ban ‘chugging’ in the town 
centre. 

Last week, the leader of the au- 
thority, Councillor David Mackin- 
tosh (Con, Rectory Farm) announced 
a crackdown on charity collectors 
who try to sign people up to direct 
debit agreements in the street. 

Tronically, just days later, he was 
approached by one of the chuggers, 
or ‘charity-muggers’ in Abington 
Street and has since said the ‘rude’ 
treatment he received has made him 
more determined than ever to stamp 
out the practice in Northampton. 

He said: “We’re looking at all the 
options. It could be that we create 
new by-laws or use antisocial behav- 
iour legislation. 

“We just want to make sure what 
we put in place works. 

“From my own experience, the 
guy who stopped me the other day 
was quite rude. 

“Tt seems their only purpose is to 
sign people up to direct debits and 
I believe people can find them very 
intimidating and actually quite un- 
charitable.” 

Legal experts at the Guildhall 
are now planning the council’s next 
step. But Councillor Mackintosh has 
indicated he will not accept a rec- 
ommendation by the group which 
regulates ‘chuggers’, the Public 
Fundraising Regulatory Authority 
(PFRA) to simply limit the amount of 
visits fundraisers can make to North- 
ampton town centre each week. 

He said: “It’s not about the num- 
bers, it’s about the level of intimida- 
tion there is.” 

The PFRA however argued that 
cases of street fundraisers actually 
harassing people were very rare. 

The organisation added: “Of 
course, this is not to say that some 
fund-raisers don’t break the code or 
overstep the mark. 

“We run a mystery shopping pro- 
gramme and receive complaints so 
we know they do. 

“But we also know unprofessional 
behaviour is rare. 

“If people have been treated badly 
by a fund-raiser, that’s unacceptable 
and we would urge them to complain 
to the relevant charity. 

“However, we’d respectfully sug- 
gest that the very act of fundraising 
is not the same thing as ‘harass- 
ment’.”

AN EU proposal which 
could see _ hairdressers 
banned from wearing high 
heels and jewellery has 
been labelled “barmy” by 
an East Midlands MEP. 

An agreement is due to 
be signed between EU Coif- 
fure, a group of European

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RUNNERS braved the 
weekend’s wet and 
cold weather to sup- 
port a Northampton 
charity which helps 
sufferers of child 
abuse. 

The Race to End Child 
Abuse 5km run took place 
at The Racecourse in 
Northampton on Saturday, 
to raise funds for the Truth 
and Hope charity. 

Just under 30 people took

a lap and three quarters of

£1,500. 

Founder of the charity,

that people turned up and 
braved the bad weather 
conditions. The money will 
make a huge difference to 
the charity.” 

Last year’s event, which 
saw 60 people complete the 
course and raised more 
than £2,500, funded the 
charity’s second annual 
child protection rally in 
Trafalgar Square. 

The charity has a second 
sponsored run planned in 
London on May 27 to raise 
more funds. 

Miss Clarke said: “As a 
charity, the idea is that we 
affiliate with other grass 
roots organisations that 
provide services to suffer- 
ers of child abuse. 

“Sufferers often can’t af- 
ford to pay high prices for 
therapy themselves, but 
they would really benefit 
from the treatment so we 
want to be able to provide 
it for them.”

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Drought 
still on 


STATISTICIANS have_ re- 
vealed 27mm of rainfall 
fell in torrential downpours 
across Northamptonshire on 
Sunday, prompting fears of 
possible flooding in low-ly- 
ing areas. 

The figures, provided by 
Pitsford Hall weather sta- 
tion, showed Sunday was 
comfortably the worst day 
for rainfall this month and 
added to concerns parts of 
the county may find them- 
selves underwater. 

A flood warning was is- 
sued for the Cogenhoe Mill 
area, forcing the evacuation 
of nearby caravan parks. 

A spokesman for the Envi- 
ronment Agency said: “Fur- 
ther rainfall is forecast for 
the next few days. Levels in 
the brooks and rivers will re- 
main high for the foreseeable 
future. 

“At this point it is likely 
that only low-lying land 
and roads near the river are 
likely to be affected, but we 
will continue to monitor the 
situation closely and issue 
further flood alerts and flood 
warnings if the situation 
changes.” 

But despite the heavy rain- 
fall, the county remains in 
drought and the subject of a 
hosepipe ban. 

Despite persistent rain in 
April which helped boost 
the water level of the River 
Nene, flows are still at just 
60 per cent of their long- 
term average. 


Boating event is cancelled 
because of too much water 


A WATERWAYS gathering which 
had been threatened by the on- 
going drought, has been post- 
poned this weekend . . . because 
there is now too much water. 

Torrential downpours over the past 
fortnight, culminating in prolonged 
heavy rain over the weekend, has forced 
Environment Agency officials to issue 
flood warnings and close a section of the 
River Nene to navigation in Northamp- 
tonshire over fears water levels could 
pose a danger to boaters. 

The annual Northampton Boat Gath- 
ering on the River Nene at Becket’s Park 
this weekend, which was set to celebrate 
the opening of the new Northampton 
Marina, has now been put on hold. 

The move comes just weeks after Brit- 
ish Waterways closed the Northampton 
arm of the Grand Union Canal because 
of a lack of rain in previous months in 
an attempt to conserve water through 
the drought. 

Bernard Morton, chairman of the 
Northampton Inland Waterways Asso- 
ciation which organises the boat gather- 
ing, said: “Too much rather, than too lit- 
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tle water, has caused the postponement. 

“Several weeks ago it was thought the 
gathering would have to be curtailed 
because of water restrictions on the 17- 
lock, four and a half mile long North- 
ampton Arm of the Grand Union Canal 
from Gayton Junction to the Nene at Far 
Cotton. 

“Agreement was reached with British 
Waterways to allow the event to go ahead 
with a six-day opening of the Arm. 

“But now the heavy rains have led 
to flood conditions on the River Nene, 
closing it to navigation and resulting in 
river-based boats downstream of North- 
ampton not being able to get to Becket’s 
Park. 

“Because a good number of the boats 
planning to attend the gathering are on 
the Nene, it has been decided to postpone 
the event until later this year, probably 
until the August Bank Holiday weekend. 

“By that time it is hoped the water 
shortage situation on the canals will 
have been resolved.” 

The British Waterways said it was tak- 
ing advice from the Environment Agency 
about when to temporarily open the arm 
to allow boaters to move around.

Disney's power of love 


ORE than 20 years after Beauty And 
Mi The Beast became the first animated 

feature to contest the Oscar for Best 
Picture, Disney's “tale as old as time” returns to 
multiplexes in a glorious new 3D print. 

Gary Trousdale and Kirk Wise’s fairytale 
still casts a heady spell, fashioning glorious 
family entertainment from the familiar Eu- 
ropean folk tale, with the clever additions of 
talking furniture and infectious songs. 

The tunes, conjured by composer Alan 
Menken and lyricists Howard Ashman and 
Tim Rice, are jaunty and lyrically wicked 
(“I’m especially good at expectorating!”). 

They are the musical equivalent of 
sherbet, fizzing pleasantly on the tongue, 
building to a rousing crescendo with the Bus- 
by Berkeley-esque Be Our Guest with lothario 
candlestick Lumiere as the crazed ringmaster 
of a three-ring kitchen circus. 

Ballads gently tug the heartstrings, particu- 
larly Belle and the Beast’s dance beneath a 
twinkling chandelier performed to the haunt- 
ing theme song. 

But it’s the film’s huge heart which beats 
loudest, reducing us to tears as the final petal 
of the enchanted rose falls. 

The story follows spirited Belle (voiced by 
Paige O’Hara) as she swaps places with her 
inventor father (Rex Everhart) as prisoner of 
the accursed Beast (Robby Benson) and falls 
for her hirsute host. 

Musclebound rival suitor Gaston (Richard 
White) leads the torch-wielding villagers 
against the Beast but the rabble meets its 
match in the enchanted servants led by tightly 
wound pendulum clock Cogsworth (David

Ogden Stiers) and flirtatious candlestick Lum- 


iere (Jerry Orbach). 

Beauty And The Beast is arguably Disney’s 
finest hand-drawn animation, edging ahead 
of The Little Mermaid and The Lion King in 
terms of heartfelt emotion. 

We completely believe the relationship 
between the central characters, and their love 
for each other. 

Gaston is a delicious, swaggering villain, 
with a cleft chin that could topple empires, 
while Cogsworth and Lumiere provide much 
of the comic relief, some of it going above the 
heads of younger audiences. 

“If it ain’t baroque, don’t fix it!” jests the 
clock during a guided tour of the castle’s 
impressive architecture. 

The screen bursts with colour throughout 


and even though the animation looks dated 
now, which is to be expected, the characters 
still retain impressive detail, especially in 
their facial expressions. 

The film is preceded by an amusing animat- 
ed short, Tangled Ever After, 
which continues the ro- 
mance of Rapunzel (voiced 
by Mandy Moore) and her 
handsome suitor (Zachary 
Levi) to their disaster-laden 
wedding day. 

Trusty steed Maximus 
and cheeky chameleon 
Pascal are at the epicentre 
of the devastation, chasing 
after wayward 
wedding rings on clattering 


hooves and by floating lanterns at a frenetic 
pace. 

It’s delightful fluff that perfectly compli- 
ments the heady romance and rumbustious 
humour of the main feature.

Aidy warning for 
in-demand Jacobs 


AIDY BOOTHROYD has urged 
Michael Jacobs to be cautious 
when receiving advice from 
those around him who would 
“make a lot of money” if the 
player was to leave the Cob- 
blers.

Boothroyd feels Jacobs was full 
deserving of his award at the week- 
end, with the midfielder seeing 
off top goalscorer Adebayo Akin- 
fenwa in a two-horse race for the hon- 
our. 

But he also thinks the 20-year-old 
will improve if he remains at the 
club, and is confident he will get the 
best out of the player. 

“Bayo’s got a lot of goals again and 
Michael will play his 100th game for 
the club if he plays at Rotherham at 
the weekend,” he said. 

“If he tells me he doesn’t want to

TOM WOOD says Saints don’t 
fear anybody and don’t mind 
where any prospective Premier- 
ship semi-final will be. 

They have the small matter of 
sealing fourth place by beating 
Worcester at Franklin’s Gardens 
on Saturday (ko 2pm), but Wood 
is confident Saints will dispose 
of his old club to set up a semi- 
final that could be at Harlequins, 
Leicester or Saracens. 

The England flanker has been 
forced to miss the end of the 
season because of a problematic 
foot injury, but insists he will be 
on hand to do anything he can to 
help his team-mates as they at- 
tempt to win the Premiership for 
the first time.

Wood said: “We have got a very 
good chance of winning the Pre- 
miership.

“We have got a strong squad, 
which we have an enormous 
amount of faith in. They have al- 
ways pulled it out of the bag when 
we have needed them to and I think 
we are capable of beating anybody, 
whether it is at Welford Road or at 
The Stoop or Vicarage Road. 

“We have another big game to 
go through yet. We have got to beat 
Worcester, but at home we have got 
to be confident in ourselves and 
hopefully we will get there.” 

To win the Premiership in a 
World Cup year would be a mag- 
nificent achievement for a side 
that started the season with four 
defeats in their first five games 
thanks to eight players being in 
New Zealand. 

Wood was one of those players
